J'he sheriff of Wright county raid­ 
ed the Neal home I'oliow'ing a rep ort 
circulated

stored in the p lace. He found a large 1 
quantity of moonshine liquor, accord­ 
ing to the county p rosecutor. 
The feud bet wen 
the 
Neal 
and 
Fletcher families has been one of 
long standing. Fletcher recently had 
one of the Neals arrested for disturb­ 
ing the p eace, resulting in his con­ 
viction. 
Y’esterday, according 
to 
officers, 
Fletcher was walking down the main 
street of the village of Astoria when 
a member of the Neal family ap ­ 
p roached him and started 
a fight.

when Howard Neal ap p eared with a 
knife in the affray. 
Fletcher ran for 
his home and 
secured a 
shotgun 
while the members of the Neal fam­ 
ily barricaded themselves 
in their 
home and began firing

Then began the rush 
for the Fletcher home and one by 
one, the Neal family was extermin­ 
ated.

W hen we rea ch tha t point in life where 
.■we feel tha t we a re a t a sta ndstill, when 
for a ll our high a mbitions a nd a ll our 
well-mea ning efforts we ma ke v ery little 
progress, the cha nces a re tha t we a re 
tempted on more tha n one occa sion to 
ta ke refuge in the thought tha t one rea ­ 
son for our non-success is the la ck of in­ 
terest a nd support we ha v e receiv ed from 
others. 
As a ma tter of fa ct, howev er, the 
inclina tion to shift to other shoulders the 
bla me which 
la rgely 
belongs to us is 
ma nifest throughout life, a nd it is this in­ 
clina tion tha t so often rea cts a ga inst our 
best interests. 
It is true, of course, tha t 
a certa in a mount of sympa thetic under­ 
sta nding a nd a pprecia tion of our persona l 
problems a s well a s of our a bility to dea l 
,with these problems is v ery helpful if not 
a ctua lly essentia l to our success. 
At the 
ca me time, how’ev er, we should bea r in 
mind tha t we ha v e no right to exa ct such 
a sympa thy, a nd tha t when it is extend­ 
ed wholehea rtedly, a s it often is, it is a 
tribute to us persona lly more tha n a ny­ 
thing else. 
There is such a thing a s depending too 
much upon the mora l support of those 
a bout us. 
If we look upon this support a s 
a n encoura gement 
a nd 
a s something of 
which to be proud it ca n do us a world of 
good, but if we 
rega rd 
it a s something 
tha t must be in ev idence a ll the time we^ 
gra dua lly pla ce too 
much 
dependence 
upon it, a nd a re in a wa y lost without it. 
It is best to ‘‘sta nd on our ow n’' a t a ll 
times, not refusing 
the 
cordia l 
under­ 
sta nding a nd a pprecia tion of those whose 
loya lty we trea sure, yet a t the sa me time 
so performing our ta sks tha t we lea rn in 
time to look to ourselv es for success. The 
success tha t is ga ined through our own 
efforts is perha ps the ha rdest won but it 
is the most useful in the end a s well a s the 
most gra tifying. 
In such conditions we 
ca nnot hide behind la ck of sympa thy a nd 
interest from 
others 
beca use 
we 
ha v e 
schooled ourselv es to a ct independently of 
such a ids. 
W e must a ccept the glory or 
the censure for our success or our iion- 
success a s the ca se ma y be. 
The persistent ha rd-working ma n must 
of necessity feel the knocks tha t life some­ 
times dea ls, but if he ha s the coura ge to 
get up a nd sta rt a new a fter ea ch blow he 
w’ill a lso ha v e the sense to lea rn some­ 
thing from ea ch experience a nd a pply, the 
lesson sa tisfa ctorily. 
He ma y welcome 
a ny encoura gement or help 
tha t 
others 
giv e him a nd profit thereby, but he does 
not question tha t la ck of interest in his 
condition tha t others deem so essentia l to 
their welfa re. 
Life a sks ea ch ma n to do 
his duty a nd in the doing not to expect 
too much help from others. 
The world 
dema nds men of coura ge a nd da ring to 
set its house in order a nd keep it so, a nd 
such men a re a lwa ys 
bra v e enough to 
wrestle with their own problems a nd not 
whine when fa ilure a nd disa ppointment 
come. 
It is their pa rt a nd their pride to 
conquer obsta cles 
a nd 
not to look to 
others to do it for them. 
There a re times 
of course, when conditions a re discoura g­ 
ing, when disa ppointment ha s its effects, 
when something like bitterness tinctures 
the soul a nd ma kes us wa nt to cry out 
a ga inst this or tha t discrimina tion, or fa n­ 
cied discrimina tion.

The ma n who is “ going 
it a lone” a nd who is not a fra id to ra ce the 
results wins through his ga meness a nd 
pluck a nd interest tha t is not a ccorded to 
one who dema nds help a s though it were 
his rightful portion a nd who whines when 
such a id is not forthcoming. 
Experience 
tea ches tha t success wins success, but it 
a lso tea ches tha t our own efforts win the 
kind of success tha t in turns wins the a d­ 
mira tion a nd holds the interest of others.

sea rch director of the Missouri Associa tion 
for Economy in Public Expenditures, to 
know tha t fa ct, a lthough Mr. Rogers a nd 
his a ssocia tion ha v e done a public serv ice 
in ca lling specific a ttention to figures tha t 
a re not known— ev en by the men who a re 
supposed to a dminister the sta te’s fina nces 
the St. Louis Sta r comments. 
The 
sta te’s 
gov ernment 
costs 
a re 
shown to ha v e increa sed 523 per cent in 
the pa st twenty yea rs by the report, which 
ma kes a stra ightforwa rd dema nd for co­ 
ordina tion of sta te depa rtments a nd su­ 
perv ision 
of 
expenditures 
through a 
budget system. 
Tha t is a n increa se ca l­ 
cula ted to sta rtle ev en the most supine 
officia l a nd indifferent ta xpa yer out of 
his letha rgy, a nd ma ke both cla sses look 
closely into the ra pidly a dv a ncing cost of 
gov ernment a nd to rea lize the impera tiv e 
need to do something a bout the economi­ 
ca l expenditure of rev enues for the good 
of the whole people. 
“ Occa siona lly public officia ls in Mis­ 
souri ha v e suggested a mendment of the 
la ws tha t would look to grea ter economy, 
but nothing ha s been a ccomplished be­ 
ca use there wa s no 
public 
support of 
recommena tions ma de by different gov er­ 
nors,” sa ys the report. 
Tha t is most like­ 
ly to be the trouble in the present in­ 
sta nce. 
The public will be sta rtled by 
the fa cts a nd figures so pa insta kingly col­ 
lected a nd a dmira bly presented by Mr. 
Rogers’ a ssocia tion, a nd a lmost immedi­ 
a tely drop ba ck into its former sta te of 
letha rgy, of “ let George do it.” 
There 
will ha v e to be something more tha n re­ 
ports tha t ca ll occa siona l a ttention of the 
v oters to a coa lition tha t shrieks for rem­ 
edy. 
There will ha v e to be orga nized ef­ 
forts to cha nge the v iews, the a bility, of 
the a v era ge legisla tor sent to J efferson 
City— to cha nge him from a loca l to a 
sta te-wide point of v iew with rega rd to 
a ppropria tions a nd expenditures. 
Rigid economy in the expenditure of the 
sta te’s moeiiy will not be possible until a ll 
boa rds a nd a ll depa rtments a re re-group­ 
ed a nd co-ordina ted in a scientific ma n­ 
ner, a s the report sets forth. 
But this re­ 
grouping a nd this co-ordina tion will not 
come a bout until 
the 
sta te’s 
ta xpa yers 
force the issue through the election of 
proper legisla tors. 
Until the people a re 
sufficiently a roused to the wa ste a nd in­ 
efficiency tha t now a ttends their public 
business, the present 
shiftless 
methods

agencies. 
The Child Welfare committee of 
the l.,eague of Nations is now mak 
ing studies of infant mortality and 
b lindness in children. When it is 
realized how' much has b een done 
in England and the United States 
in child welfare, the possihillties of 
reducing the 
high 
infant 
death 
rates and of improving the phy sical 
and 
mental 
vigor 
of children 
in 
other parts of the world seem to 
b e unlimited. 
As a memb er of this committee 
I have b een struck b y the analogy 
to our OW'D government of League 
of 
Nations’ 
organization 
w'ith 
its 
scientific services. 
We read much 
of 
the 
political 
functions 
of 
the 
League, b ut little of the work of 
its various departments. 
At times, in view of the political 
developments, 
it 
seems 
that 
the 
League of Nations is wrecked; that 
nothing except the worst is hap- 
penlng at and b etween conferences 
having to do with international po­ 
litical relations;

the scientific services are operating

our own political upheavals, b ut our 
government’s scientific services go 
along very w'ell—for example, the 
Department of Agriculture and the 
Children’s Bureau. 
Even 
with 
the advance already 
achieved in this country , we need 
more knowledge regarding the phy ­ 
sical and mental health of child­ 
ren and a wider dissemination of all 
that can b e learned for the b enefit 
of children and parents. The whole 
country needs to get down to the 
b edrock of parents and children for 
the b enefit of the home and the na- 
i tion.
